CAMELLIA  CULTURAL  SUGGESTIONS: 

The  Camellia  will  grow  in  practically  any  well  drained  soil. 
We  think  it  prefers  a  soil  slightly  acid.  An  application  of 
Aluminum  Sulphate  will  correct  alkalinity.  Provide  young 
plants  with  partial  shade  for  the  first  three  years.  In  trans¬ 
planting  use  liberal  quantities  of  oak  leaf  mold  or  peat  moss 
to  mix  with  the  soil.  Fertilize  with  well  rotted  stable  manure 
and  a  complete  commercial  fertilizer,  such  as  6-8-4.  During 
dry  periods  wet  soil  to  a  depth  of  six  inches  every  few  days. 
Should  insects  attack  the  plant  consult  your  County  Agri¬ 
cultural  Agent  who  will  gladly  refer  you  to  the  proper  party 
or  parties  to  consult  about  spraying.

AZALEA  CULTURAL  SUGGESTIONS 

Azaleas  require  an  acid  well  drained  soil.  Use  Aluminum 
Sulphate  to  correct  soils  that  are  alkaline.  Use  liberal 
quantities  of  oak  leaf  mold  or  peat  moss  in  mixing  with  the 
soil.  Thoroughly  wet  the  soil  to  a  depth  of  six  inches  at 
frequent  intervals,  so  as  not  to  let  the  soil  dry  out.  Pro¬ 
vide  small  plants  with  partial  shade  for  first  three  years. 
Fertilize  with  cotton  seed  meal  and  well  rotted  stable  manure. 
Should  insects  attack  the  plant  consult  your  County  Agri¬ 
cultural  Agent  who  will  gladly  refer  you  to  the  proper  party 
or  parties  to  consult  about  spraying.
